Ho  notifications  of  .uberculoain  were 
received  during  the  year.  One  death  \m&  attributed 
to  Bllinwwry  'Tuberculosis,  and  in  this  case  the 
patient  had  been  recently  transferred  from  another 
district. 
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The  Jaundice  Pegulationa,  1943,  came  into 
operation  on  17th  November,  and  the  required 
notlooQ  were  issued,  but  no  cases  /ere  reported 
by  the  end  of  the  year.
